Methodlat Church, where tho sorvices 
were hold, under the direction of Rev. 
Frank W, Padelford, of the Washington 
Street Church. The spacious edifice 
was filed, the congregation including, 
in addition to Gen. Lander Post and 
Lieut. Col, Mudge Camp, tha members 
of the Women's Rollef Corps and the 
Ladies of tho Grand Army. 

‘The service was opened with “Onward 
Christinn Goldler,” as tho. processional, 
after which the order was simflar to 
that of the usual Sunday morning sor- 
Vico. Pho musical portion of the pro- 
gramme was presonted by Miss Myra 1, 
Safford, soprano; Miss Edith Bleanor 
Pettensill, contralto; Arthur PF. Cole, 
tenor, and William R, Lane, bass, Ar- 
thur Jay Brown was at the organ, and 
directed the singing of cholr and con- 
gregation.

Memorial Day Sermon. 

“Righteousness éxalteth a nation," 
Proverbs 14:34, 

Membere of the Grand Army of the 
‘Republlo and allied organizations, on 
‘behalf of the Washington Street Baptist 
Church, I bid you a hearty welcome to 
our services this afternoon, Wo are 
glad to have you unite with us in the 
worship of our fathers’ God and our 
God, the God who watched over you in 
awful days of the great struggle and 
who watches over us all to-day. When 
We first oxtonded you this invitation wi 
had expected to welcome you In our 
own church home, but the disaster 
which has befallen us has compelled us 
to ask you to share with us the gen- 
erous hospitality of our sister churcn. 
Wo shall hope in a year not far distant 
to welcome you {n a new church home. 

Not long ago a young man asked the 
question, “Why should I observe Me- 
morial Day?" He could readily under- 
stand why you should want to pause 
for a day and Jay your tribute of love 
on the breasts of those who shared with 
Yow a commoh danger and gave their 
lives in the nation’s service. This he 
could understand. But why ho and 
other young people of the rising gen- 
eration to whom the story of the ‘60s 
Js but a tradition, and to whom the 
war was but an event {n the inexperi- 
enced past, why they should continue 
the observance of Memorlal Day he 
could not understand, And there are 
others I presume who share his per- 
ploxity. 

this fs the growing attitude of a 
younger generation, what is to be the 
destiny of Memorial Day? Does that 
question ever arise in your minds? Ax 
you seo the gradually thinning ranks of 
your own columns and realizo that not 
for many years more can you perform 
this servico of love do you not some- 
times wonder what is to become of this 
day which you hold so sacred? [am 
Rot surprised if this queetion sometimes 
arises in your mind.

(raditions. These traditions have a most 
wholesome, restraining and a most in 
apiring effect.

I belive, therefore, honored mon of 
the Grand Army, that while the day 
so sacred to you may seem somewhat in 
Jeopardy, our very necessities will 
compel our preservation of it. And 
there ara many of us who are willing 
to pledge that so long os we are 
spared, the memory of what you and 
your comrades did, shall not ba for- 
gotten. \ 
Memorlal Day had {ts inception in 
your desire and the desire of others 
to honor the 


Memory of Your Comrades 
who sacrifiecd their lives for the na- 
Uon's honor. And so on that day you 
ley o bouquet of flowers on the 
grave of every hero. It ts an honor. 
It means much w you. And yet this 
may be mere form. It is a beautiful 
and fitting tribute of love, and yet 
these flowers ought to, be merely a 
visible expression of a ‘continual and 
earnest effort to honor thelr memory. 
I would like to make a few sugees- 
tlons as to how we may make this 
celebration a real celebration in thelr 
honor—how we mag best honor our 





heroes. And first I think that we must 
do it:—By preserving tho’ Integrity 
of the nation for the Integrity of 


which thoy gave thelr lives. 
‘There ts, I think, in the minds of 
™any, much confusion of thought as to 
what ‘the War of the: Rebellion was 
really fought for. Many seem to think 
that it was fought In order to free 
the slaves, and that the question of 
slavery was the real point at {ssuc. 
But you know that the paint at fs- 
sue Was the right of a State to secede 
from the unlon. It was the War of 
the Rebellion, not the War of Emanci- 
Pation, The great purnose for which 
you proffered your lives was the pre- 
Servation of thainterrity of the natio®, 
And s0 far as war can settle any 
question, this was the first question 
that was settled 

But was never really 
tion. It merely determines destinies 
The question of the integrity of the 
Vnlon was not settled forever at Appo- 
mattox. The war did not really settle 
the right of a State to secede, It 
merely refedmined the ability of a 
Stato to secede at that time. ‘The 
future Integrity of the Union was not 
at all certain at the close of the war. 
Tt) Was not sottled that no section would 
evervngain go off. It remained an open 
Question for some time whether tho 


settles any ques- 








South “might not bide itx time and 


lead the. Stat 
of the Misslssippi to narave “and 
form a republic of tholr own. I. say 
the question of their right to dr it 
could not be settled by force of arms 
But the question whother they will 
do it has now been settled for all time, 
Tho queation of the integrity of the 
nation Is mo longer an open ques- 
tion. It hos been settled and we need 
Ve mo fear that any States will again 
secede. But tho question has deen 
settled by the development of common 
interesta and the suffering of a common 
Sorrow. Tho railroad has ‘helped +o 
settle It, The cementing of the sec. 
tons together by commdfclal ties has 
essisted. ho dependence of theEast 
upon the West for its food. The de- 
Bendence of the North upon the 
South for its clothing. It fs 
these things that have sottled the 
auestion of the Union. But more po- 
tent than these, perhaps, was the bear= 
ink our common burden during the 
Spanish war, A_common sorrow has 
@ wonderfyl powér in drawing men to- 
sether. Tho fact that men of the orth 
4nd South, who had fought cach other, 
Tow fought with each ot Wer, 
helped wonderfully to cement the Union 
together. — Not the least blessing out 
of that unfortunate incldent was the 
cementing of our national lite. 
Greatly must the members of the 
Grand Army rejolce that that which you 
fought to prevent is now rendered im- 
Possible by the solldifying process of 
& common experience. The Integrity 
of the nation Js forever established, 
‘Thero Is now no danger that the In- 
tegrity of our nation will ever be 
broken by separation, but the integrity 
of the natton is in danger from disin- 
tegration. Tho reality of this danger 
wo may not now comprehend, but the 
danger Js upon us nevertheless. This 
integrity Js threatencd by the great In- 
flux of men and women from forelen 
shores, of alien birth, and ajfen’ ideas, 
nd allen purposes. " Our integrity Js 
Mhreatenod by the very variety of these 
Alien elements, unless, of course, they 
ean bo solidified and made an integral 
part of our nation, thelr very number

would not shut our doors to Europe 
4s we have shut them to China, 
4nd permit none to enter, ¥ do not 
forget that In the G. A. R. there are

Thave no schoma to suggest, no plan 
tOoutline, but I do feel that our nation 
biuld rouse itself as It did in ‘6 to 
4mi with our common foe, to preserve 
thi integrity of our nation. Certainly 
soe regulation Is needed. It ought 
noi to be possible for Austria, Hungary 
OF any other nation: to make our cous 
{® thelr prison hobse, and yet if ¥ 
aft to belleve falrly accurate reporis 
thit is practically what some natlon 
ofthe old world are doing to-day. 
Tobject not to the presence of thes: 
me, as men, but as aliens. If they 
4 ready to become a part of us, all 
92 and well, but if they put in Jeopar-| 
dy the intesrity of this natlon for which

afe#o honor the memory: of your com. 
fades, then must we deal with this 
sréat problem. In some way or othér 
thes must be changed from allens to an 
integral part of our national life. it 
scims to me that we could not better 
hosor our heroes than by making thit 
Memorial Day a call to arms for thé 
prigervation of our national integrity.

THE PARADE. 


The Boys in Blue and Their Es- 
cort to Pine Grove Cemetery. 


Although the announced time for 
starting the Memorial Day parade was. 
2 P. M., long before that hour Mar-. 
ket street and the vicinity of City 
Hall was dense with humanity. The 
members of the various organizations 
that participated in the march to the 
cemetery began to assemble at their re- 
spective headquarters long in advance of 
the starting time, so that there would 
be no delay. The platoon of 36 men 
of the United States Coast Artillery, 
stationed at Fort Banks, Winthrop, Qm. 
Sergt. Molloy in command, were among. 
the early arrivals at the headquarters 
of Gen. Sanger Camp, 16, Legion of 
Spanish War Veterans, being escorted 
from the fort by Paymaster Frank B. 
Portland and Qm. Gergt. Fred C. Can- 
ney, who were de.ailed by Gen. Sanger 
Camp ‘for that duty, There was a 
marked desire on the part of the dif- 
ferent organizations to have the pa- 
rade move promptly on time and there 
was not the slightest hitch in this re- 
svect. 





The members of Post 5, G A. R., 
formed in front of the post headquarters, 
Andrew street, at the appointed time 
with upwerds of 300 men in line, with 
the right resting on Market street. The 
veterans marched to Market, to City

The Decorations and Exercises in 
- the Beautiful City of the Dead. 


‘Long before the hour for the arrival 
of the veterans at the soldiers’ lot 
at the cemetery there was a large

Evening at the New State

‘An hour after eventide the veterans 
Grand Army 


of the Republic, assembled with the 
guests, who had assisted at the solemn 
and sympathetic services that marked 
the afternoon exercises at the glorious, 
silent tombs in Pine Grove Cemetery. 
It was the last service of the day and 
was held in the State Armory, South 
Common street. Long before the hour 
of the opening of the exercises, the 
great armory was filled, with the ex- 
ception of the space reserved for the 
veterans and their guests. A large 
stage had been constructed at the east- 
ern end of the hall. The stage was 
draped with vari colored, ,.,\bunting 
Jans the national colors draped the wall, 
forming a ‘rame work for the portraits 
of Lieut. Thomas Hart, Capt. Jere. C. 
Batchelder and Col Timothy Munroe. 
The stage was filled with about 240 
children, pupils in the grammar schools, 
each school ocntribbuting 30 pupils. 
James E. Aborn, who had drilled the 
great chorus, directed, and Miss Grace 
L. Trafton, of the English High School, 
was at the piano. 

The Grand Army and guests arrived 
about 8.45 o’clock and were applauded as 
\they passed to the seats. The post was 
led by Commander Frazier and Adju- 
tant Charles H,. Jackson, after whom 
eome Corporal James Tanner, of 
Washington, D. C., orator of the even- 
ing, resting on the arm of Dr. W. H. 
Baker, whose guest he was while in the 
city. Tne appearance of Corporal Tan- 
ner brought the great audience to its 
feet, and cheers and applause filled 
the vast building, as the wounded and 
crippled veteran proceeded to the 
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stage. Immeiatély after were the Ma- 
yor and members of the city govern- 
ment and members of the School Com- 
mittee and other city officials. The 
comrades of the Grand Army and Sons 
of Veterans and Spanish War Veterans 
followed and took the places reserved. 
The number was much greater than ex-

old soldier, to whose mind came back

The children sang ‘‘Columbia,’”’ wav- 
ing small flags at the chorus, and 
“Three Cheers for the Red, White and 
Blue,” the audience cheering and de- 
manding a repetition of the last verse. 

Past Commander Goodwin read ‘Lin- 
coln’s Gettysburg Address,’”’ several of 
the girls on the stage repeating it al- 
most audibly with him. 

The band played “Camp Harvard” 
march so well that it had to be re- 
peated in response to the prolonged ap- 
plause. 

Commander Frazier presented Corporal 
Tanner as one who had proved his 
worth on the battlefield. The audience 
rose and cheered and applauded fully 
a minute, the distinguished visitor 
standing and bowing his acknowledg- 
iment of the demonstration. 


Corporal Tanner’s Address. 
After the demonstration had passed, 
Corporal Tanner opened with the usual 
formality of ‘‘Ladies and Gentlemen,” 
adding and to “‘those less only in phy- 
sical proportions who are behind me, 
and to whom I am obliged to turn my 





back on, those whose faces are fairer 
and brighter to look upon than the 
faces of the. old veteran _ soldiers 


in front of me. It would be a pleasure 
for me to face the little ones and in 
the words of Sheridan, as he dashed 
into the valley, give the command, 
‘Face the other way.’ 

“It is 25 years since I last stood in 
Lynn and since that time the city has 
shared in the great prosperity that has 
come to our country. I miss, how- 
ever, one voice, the voice of glorious 
Jack Adams, I stood by his grave in 
the cemetery this morning, and if the 
human voice could have penetrated to 
his eternal home I would have shouted 
‘All hail, old fellow, there are a few of 
us left to keep up the work of the day.’ 

“TI diffed from many of my comrades 
on the sentiment of Memorial Day, it 
is not to me a day of sadness. 

“I have sever heard or a single sol-

filled with sad memories especially to tne | 
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dier who, like myself, has felt the loss 


of limbs under the surgeon’s knife, 
ever say he regretted what he had 
done.’’

The Grand Army of the Republic 
cannot Fecrult Itself from rising: gen- 
erations; {te positfon Is wnlaue and 
Mts historic period must begin and end 
with a single body of men, When th, 
Inst survivor of tho Civil War answei 
the final call the story of this order 
will be comploted and {ts record will 
live only In bistory. 

We Bre assembled this evening to 
briefly consider the hlatory of this 
post for 40 yenrs and to call to mind 
some of the préclous memories of the 
past. 

Immediately after the close of the 
Civil War association of its survivors 
sprang up like mushrooms, in hun- 
Greds of Yocalitics ail over the counti 
It was natural that men who had 
stood whoulder to shoulder In that 
gigantic struggle should seek to per- 
petuate tho comradeship whieh had 
been formed under condition #0 ro- 
markable, None but soldiers and satl- 
ors could appreciate the common sym- 
pathy whieh existed between those 
who had {abored, suffered and. fought 
In a common cause, and had seen 50 
many gallant comrades sacrifoe limb 
And Iife on thelr country's altar. 

But something was necded to unity 
these acattored bodies of men and com- 
bing thelr forces a9 that the nation 
might recelve the full benefit of thelr 
efforis, and they derive the advantae 
of union and complete organization. 
With this Idea in mind Dr. B, F.

comrades and thelr famillex In addl- 
{lon to thes things the post has dis 
tritiuted more than $100,000 in its 
blessed work of relleving suffering and 
Gistress, This shows that Post 5 hos 
had many men of good business capac- 
{ty at the helm and that they havo 
handled the affairs of the post with en- 
ergy, honesty and frugality. 

One of the great achievements of 
Post 5 has been the maintenance of its 
Individuality and Integrity and Its ab- 
uence from factions and divisons. Of 
course, during these 40 yeara there 
have been many heated discussions and 
much diversity of opinion in regard to 
pollelex and event(s, but they have all 
Stopped short of disruption and disin- 
togration and the post has been able 
to present an unbroken front and presa 
grandly forward in its 


Long and Honorable Career. 

In 1883 the post responded to Gen. 
Logan’s first call for the decoration of 
the graves of our fallen comrades and 
performed that service over 1 grav 
now, to show how greatly that duty 
has increased, it 1s only necessary to 
obsorve that In 1900 the number of 
graves decorated on Memorlal Day wan 
145, By the diligent efforts ot Com- 
rade James 0. Brown 703 government 
headstones have eon furnished. Also 
108 headstones were furnished for Rey- 
olutinoary oldiera at the request of the 
lite Howard K. Sanderson. 

Starting from the humble beginning 
above mentioned, Gen, Lander Post 5 
continued to increase in numbers and 
power all through the 70's, although at 
that time the Interest in tho Grand 
Army was at a low ebb in many parts 
of the country. But on the awakening 
of the patriotic spirit in the early §0 
this post advanced to her high water 
mark in tho report of June 90, 1555, 
when we Tad 1005 comrades In good 
standing, which, with 28 suspended, 
made a total membership of 1123, and 
Post 5 wan in a position which {t long 
maintained, the Iargest post in the coun- 
try. 

‘Since that time but one post in Massa 
chusetts has exceeded our number and 
they have In thelr city 80,000 more popu- 
lation than Lynn. 

Although the members of Post 5 per- 
formed thelr full share of the arduous 
duties In time of war, the 40 years of 
‘peace have not found them lacking in 
the qualities of good citizenship, thes

Glorious deeds of valor upon bloody 
battlefields performed by that gallant 
host of warriors bold, who responded to 
the call of Father Abraham in those 
dark days when the integrity of the na- 
tion was imperilled, were pictured in 
glowing terms by eloquent preachers 
in Lynn churches Sunday, and at St.

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Dark and gloomy was the day, and 
were the hearts of the multi- 


tude, that so anxiously hoped against. 
hope for the appearance of the glint ' 
of sunshine through the pall of omin- 
ous clouds that “ttled over the city 
and sent forth intermittent showers 
which threatened at any moment to de- 
velop into a torrental downpour, but 
despite this. discouraging handicap, 
Lynn’s Memorial Day observance was 
none the less solemn or thrilling than 
in former years when the “sun shone 
in all its glory and the gallant boys 
in blue encountered no obstacles in 
paying this annual tribute to their 
honored dead. 

With the same courage and forebear- 
ance which marked them as men 
among men over 40 years ago, these 
sturdy veterans, many of them scarcely 
equal to the physical strain of march- 
ing any distance even under the most 
favorable circumstances, paid little 
heed to the muddy streets over which 
they plodded on their way to Pine 
Grove Cemetery, and their rain stained 
countenane and dripping garments 
as they assembled around the Grand 
Army plot could not but leave a last- 
ing impression upon every spectator, 
who itnessed the ceremonies. 

Regardless of the fact that a driving 
rain set in before the order was given 
| to begin the long march through An- 
drew, Market, Franklin and Boston 
streets, there was no thought upon the 
part,of any Grand Army man of aban- 
doning the street parade. Only once 

ar does such an occasion of tran- 
scendent importance come in the life of 
this rapidly decreasing phalanx, and 
to have the day pass without a street 
demonstration would not, in the minds 
of the great majority of Civil War 
survivors, be justifiable under any con-

sireev parade began at 2 o’clock in the 
“noon, the scheduled time, and the 
Services at the grave were performed 
in exactly the manner they were 
planned. On the homeward march, the 
line was received, as has been the cus- 
tom in the past, by Surgeon Charles 
H. Baker and invited guests at the 
home of Dr. Baker on Washington 
street, and the thoroughly tired mem- 
bers of General Lander Post were dis:

“Since the Close of the Civil War 
the population of the country has more 
than doubled. Our States have in- 
creased from 38 to 45. New and greater 
Problems, greater than were ever 
dreamed of at its close, confront us. 
From being 4 country content to work 
out its destiny for the benefit of its 
own people, content with the territory 
within its borders, we have become a 
power sought for in allfance by for- 
eign countries; a protector of feeble re- 
publics, with new and foreign lands 
under our control peopled by millions 
of an allen race; the owner of foreign 
possessions; our troops on foreign soll 
if not permanently, at least for years. 
If we assume these burdens to teach 
those ipeople how to govern themselves 
and to advance them from practically 
serfdom to men of freedom and to give 
to them some of the benefits of self-goy- 
ernment which we enjoy, it is a worthy 
motive, but a serious undertaking; so 
great that loyal citizens may look upon 
it with fear.
